Start Digging 

The Selectmen have proposed an acceleration of Fish 
Brook reservoir plans and will ask an August 16 Town 
Meeting to authorize immediate construction of the long- 
planned dam. 

If we can have it in place by January or February, in 
time for the first of the pre-spring thaws, we can expect 
to start next summer with Haggett’s Pond riding high. 
Otherwise it is virtually a certainty that Andover will 
have another water poor year. Even if she did a complete 
about face, it is doubtful that nature could dump enough 
water in rainfall to accomplish the same end. 

The Board of Selectmen was primed to offer the dam 
project for voter approval in March. We agree with them, 
however, that to abide by a pre-drought capital expendi- 


tures schedule in the face of a water emergency would 
be foolhardy. 


Down The Stretch 


The Selectmen and the manager deftly sidetracked 
another long winded discussion of town hall possibilities 
at Monday’s meeting. They neatly disposed of Danton 
Realty Trust site offers and went on to other business, 
to the visible disappointment of the proponents of one 
and another solutions to the much belaboured dilemma. 

The Board has accumulated a varied collection of 
opinions on the town hall question. If they are to be 
expected to consider still undisclosed Suggestions, and 
we strongly. suspect they will be, the time is now. If 
there are citizens, developers, contractors or whatever 
who believe they have a FRESH and appealing idea up 
their sleeves, it would behoove them to put it on record 
now, while there is still time for everyone to get a fair 
whack at it before town meeting, 

The deliberations on this issue have been long and 
tedious and the opportunities for reappraisal unlimited, 
Consequently, any attempts at last-minute, grandstand 
plays from the floor of town meeting should be viewed 
with suspicion. 

It is brass tacks time . . . . time for the Selectmen to 
put their names to the kind of a cost-conscious deal that 
would look good to them if they were making a personal 
corporate investment. We would like to see them come up 
with a single proposal so clean cut that it would plow 
right through the accumulated debris and present the 
majority with the kind of decision it can embrace 
enthusiastically. 
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The Soft Sell 


We can agree that it would be useless to make a highly 
intellectual appeal to prospective Job Corps enlistees: 
school drop-outs and others of our youthful unemployed 
could scarcely be expected to respond. 

But it is somehow degrading that in order to reach 
those whose will to progress needs artificial stimulation, 
we must resort to a lowest-common-denominator approach. 

In New York City, where Job Corps recruitmént is 
reputed to be lagging, Economic Opportunity officials 
recently used rock and roll singers and dancers to pitch 
the poverty program. 

For their theme song, they introduced a ballad titled 
‘‘Jobs-A-Go-Go.” Its verses, one for boys and one for 
girls follow: 


Hey Man! 
A-standing on that street, 

Do you wish you had some bread to put 

Some new shoes on your feet? 

Do you want a set of wheels 

To take some boss chick out? 
If you haven’t got a job, forget it man 

Cause you are out. 


Hey Chick! 

You wish you had some threads 
Cause when you are looking good the guys 

Will stop and turn their heads? 

And it ain’t no big thing, 
Other chicks know the way. 
You know they look so fine in things they buy 
With that weekly pay. 


Maybe it takes such an unidealistic, materialistic appeal 
to convince the economically deprived youth of our nation 
that a deal which includes free job training, upkeep and 
$80 a month should be regarded as cool, real cool. 

Frankly, we doubt it. Without question, subtlety is 
required, for people conditioned to being on the outside 
looking in are often instinctively wary of do-gooders from 
the right side of the tracks. 

But, in our opinion, any young person who has it in 
him to amount to a hill of beans will more readily believe 
in simple logic and unmistakable sincerity than in bad 
poetry set to music. 

If this is not so, then we had better forget about the 
Job Corps and concentrate our big guns on Headstart and 
any other project that will lift the sights of youngsters 
who have not already accepted poverty as a way of life. 


And for the record, this could not, to our way of think- 
ing, include any proposal that would plunk the town hall 
on the Shaw property, right in the middle of a developing 
commercial area. Nor could it include any plan to relegate 
the town’s headquarters to the back of a municipal parking 


lot. 


If Andover is of a mind to divert a portion of the former 


Shaw land to any other than its present use, 


then we 


say, “‘sell it to the highest bidder.’”’ If recent real estate 
transactions can be considered a barometer, we are sit- 
ting on quite a municipal nest ege. 


Dutch Elm Battle Is 


Viewed As Big Debacle 


It’s the little things in life that 
count, 

For instance, a microscopic 
fungus can = and does - lay great 
elms low, 

This trouble, which travels ina 
tiny package of spore, smaller 
than a grain of dust, so far has 
evaded man’s best efforts to stomp 
on it, For one thing, although man 
has learned since 1945 how to 
fire teams into outer space, he has 
had a great dealof trouble inducing 
any systemic chemical to travel 
through the sap channels to the top 
of an elm tree, 

The tiny spore to which we refer 
is, of course, the ‘‘seed’’ of the 
fungus that causes Dutch elm 
disease, 

Since 1930 when the disease 
invaded the United States at an 
Ohio veneer factory, the states 
have spent literally millions of 
dollars spraying, cutting and exe 
perimenting on elms. 

From an objective view, the 
whole battle has been a debacle, 
The most charitable observer 
would have to admit that it has 
not beena success, We not only still 
have Dutch elm disease but also it 
has continued to spread, 

In a way, the New England battle 
against Dutch elm disease, which

began in Connecticut in 1933, was 
a pinoeer effort in that field to 
which President Johnson exhorts 
us all to spend our energy - the 
preservation of natural beauty, For 
the battle has been to save street- 
side elms, Wild elms received al= 
most no attention, 

The most substantial contribu- 
tion that the Dutch elm disease 
has made to our culture is the 
certification - backed up by both 
man-hours and money ~ that beauty 
has value, Whole communities have 
recognized =- many for the first 
time = that appearance of the 
village does count, It counts, for 
instance, in the real estate market, 

Unfortunately, the price paid in 
the attempt to control Dutch elm 
disease involves more than money 
and labor, Our lawn birds, 
particularly the robin, and many 
beneficial insects have suffered 
from the long-persisting chemi- 
cals, such as DDT, which have 
been used as pesticides, A recent 
survey by a team of Dartmouth 
College scientists collected 151 
dead or dying birds (29 with tree 
mors) in Hanover, N, H., where 
elms had been sprayed with DDT, 
They found 10 dead birds (none 
with tremors) in Norwich, Vt., a 
mile away, where the trees had 


not been sprayed, In Hanover, the 
robin population on June 1 was 
down 70 per cent from the popula= 
tion of May 1, In Norwich, the 
May 1 and June 1 populations 
were approximately the same, 
They found also that such insect} 
eating birds as myrtle warblers 
and tree swallows, which had 
arrived weeks after the spraying 
died from DDT poisoning apparent« 
ly through eating insects that sur= 
vived the spraying but carried DDT 
in their systems, Through eating 
many DDT-contaminated insects, 
birds concentrate a fatal dose 
within their bodies, 

This season a new chemical - 
so deadly to humans that only ex= 
perts are qualified to use it = has 
been turned against Dutch elm 
disease, It is a systemic chemical 
that is injected into an elm. It 
shows promise but still must be 
considered in an experimental] 
stage, 

A more-balanced view - one 
that considers more than the tree 
alone = also has been emerging 
from the ranks of Dutch elm 
disease battlers, The Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society and the State 
Department of Natural Resources 
last week announced a new publicae 
tion: ‘Protecting Your Com-= 
munity’s Elms,** It contains much

Congressman F, Bradford Morse 
(R=Mass) this week released a 
Civil Aeronautics Board report 
showing that air service has de= 
clined on 43,5 per cent of the New 
England routes since 1960, 

Morse said, ‘this reportis even 
worse than I expected, At a time 
when regional development is im= 
perative, we should be seeing an 
increase, not a decline in air 
service in New England,."* 

The Congressman requested the 
CAB study inconnection with testi= 
mony he prepared for a Senate 
Aviation Subcommittee hearing 
earlier this month, 

CAB officials told Morse, ‘‘there 
has been a decline in the number 
of certificated points within the 

‘New England areas,’’ The report 
went on to note that eight cities 
have been deleted from the North= 
east Airlines certificate since 
1960, These cities are Lawrence, 
Pittsfield, Fitchburg, Greenfield, 
Portsmouth, Newport, Brunswick 
and Millinocket,”*
